Thinking Local, Going Global:

Austin Business Profile of the Month

RenderStream
RenderStream, LLC is a local small business that is successfully selling its
high-performing computing products abroad. The company earned a
nomination for the Small Business Exporter of the Year at the 2012 Austin
International Awards. In this profile, RenderStream's Senior Partner John
Petersen discusses why cultural sensitivity, finding good distributors, and
utilizing local export assistance resources are key to succeeding in
international business.

Tell us about your company and its international reach:
RenderStream provides high-performance computing for Artists, Architects,
Animators, Scientists, Engineers, Information Security specialists and
Ecommerce. The company originally formed to fill a need for high quality,
knowledgeable computer hardware suppliers in the high-end computing
market. RenderStream's specific niche lies in serving the computer
graphics/animation industry as well as the scientific computing community.
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The Arab World Unbound:

Our founders have extensive backgrounds in these fields and we use this
experience to build a better product.

RenderStream supplies several market sectors with innovative integrated
solutions. For the graphic arts and computer-aided-design community’s we
provide not only high end computers and workstations but complete
animation studios with our boutique “Artie” to our industrial strength “*Omnia”
product lines that contain remote access graphics workstations, render farm
clusters and high-speed reliable storage. For the information security,
scientific and engineering computing we provide high-performance
computing clusters specializing in Graphics Processing Unit (GPU) based high
performance computers and clusters such as our Visualization and Data
Analysis Computers (VDAC). With a maximum theoretical peak speed of
36.64 TFLOP/second (Tera Floating Point Operations per second) we offer
three of the fastest computer nodes on the planet.

Our growing base of satisfied customers spans a variety of industries. We
cater to small one person boutiques on up to Fortune 500 companies and
universities. RenderStream designed, built, installed and supports a large
scale GPU visualization cluster for the Army High Performance Computing
Research Center at Stanford University as well as a GPU-based high
performance computing system installed at the Australian National University
in Canberra, Australia. And we were selected to design, build, install (this
month) and support the University of New Mexico Interdisciplinary Film and
Digital Media Program (IFDM) render farm. Locally we are working with
Spiderwood Studios, Moontower VFX and 3D Magic Factory. We succeed
where others fail because of our holistic problem solving approach enables
our customers to succeed.

Internationally we have customers in Australia, Japan, Canada, the Russian
Federation and Turkmenistan. And we are currently active in Brazil, Israel,
South Africa, China, South Korea, Saudi Arabia, Spain, France and Germany.

What obstacles did you face to exporting your products, and how
did you overcome them?

Once at a function in Japan during a formal dinner party I was told that ™
...while I don't speak Japanese I know Japanese.” This is key for working
internationally; we pursue being culturally sensitive and adaptive. There is no
room for the “ugly American” in our business. The next thing is to
understand the technical, artistic, import, banking, payment and legal
challenges for the customer and for us to do business. For the latter two it
becomes important to do what we call a practice closing and delivery. In this
process we learn who has to approve the purchase, preferred method of
payment and method of delivery like direct shipment or “Ex Work” and finally
go through preparation of the shipping papers. Every step of the way we rely
on the people like Larry Tabash at the_Department of Commerce (DoC) to get
the job done. I can tell you the DoC is one of the best use of tax dollars that
we've encountered.

Of course you have to get the word out, which we do by blogging and being
active members of numerous pertinent on-line forums. We also see
regulatory obstacles that act effectively as a trade barrier. For instance we
cannot ship to the European Union without passing certain expensive
electrical tests on our systems that are compliant within all our other
markets. This forces us to sell limited non-customized products into the EU.
Then there are tariffs that in Brazil, for instance, prohibitively raise the price
of our products barring them from using the highest performance systems
for the markets that we serve. To overcome this we are looking at building in
Brazil but frankly do not yet have a solution.

How has expanding to international markets benefited your
company?

Last year roughly 20% of our business was international. This year it is
growing to nearly 30%-plus. The recognition has also helped us with our
suppliers to grow stronger relationships.

How many jobs at RenderStream LLC are related to exports?

Currently we have two people at RenderStream and two at our OEM working
on our international business activities.

What tips do you have for other local businesses thinking about
exporting their products?

Contact the Department of Commerce, banks and shipping companies to help
you prep for the jump to international business. Make the web work for you.
Innovate. Pick a country and open dialogue through official channels from
DoC or via the web. Depending on the market finding value-added
distributors can make or break you. For instance in Japan and South Korea
without a distributor you'll be lost; it is absolutely critical to find a strong
partner and make them look good.

What's next for RenderStream?

We started the company in 2008 and each year we've pretty much doubled
our business. This growth and the high level performance of our products
have provided us the opportunity to merge with FTL Systems. At FTL we are
incorporating our knowledge with theirs and are in the process of launching
the world’s fastest storage array and new Peta/Exascale-scale
supercomputing and data center products using a unique processor, related
4G/5G wireless base station and solar products. As part of this effort we are
introducing a new generation of data centers that uses our intellectual
property to support mobile computing infrastructure with server-side
rendering, graphics workstation desktop virtualization, storage and big data
at a scale far beyond anyone else’s roadmap.

We believe what we do with FTL is not just good business but is truly historic
in that not since 1946 when technology transitioned from mechanical to
electronic computers with ENIAC have we (technologists) made a thousand
fold improvement in computational speed from one generation to the next.
This new found power will have a profound effect and we believe ultimately
will touch the lives of everyone on the planet. Currently FTL Systems has a
C-round of funding open for pre-IPO infrastructure development.

Non-Profit Profile of the Month:
CTC International

This month we are pleased to feature Comfort the Children International for
our non-profile profile. CTC International is an East Austin-based
organization that has been working toward holistic sustainable development
in Kenya for the past ten years. The CTC staff answered our questions about
their organization, it's many innovative local partnerships, and how you can
get involved.

Tell us a little bit about your organization's history--how did you
get started?

Our story is an amazing story of empowerment and sustainability. After CTC
Founder Zane Wilemon finished his undergrad, he bought a one-way ticket to
Kenya where he worked for a year as a medical aid, taught high school
French, and served as the outreach coordinator for the Rift Valley Academy.
While serving in this position, Zane visited the town of Maai Mahiu and was
struck by the desperation of the community. He formed a friendship with
Jeremiah Kuria (now President of CTC’s Kenya operations), who was serving
as a local pastor and the director of the Maai Mahiu Children’s Home. Their

friendship grew and developed into Comfort the Children (CTC) International.

It was through day to day interactions with locals in the community that CTC
evolved with its unique approach to holistic community development by
forging genuine relationships. CTC now employs over 60 local Kenyans,
serves the 60,000 residents of Maai Mahiu in the Rift Valley, promotes
fundamental human rights, and creates sustainable change.

"After living in Kenya my first year in 2000, I recognized that we could not
address one area of need adequately without addressing all areas equally,”
explains Zane. "Why? Because they're all connected. Deforestation leads to
poor water supply. Poor water supply leads to economic deficiency. Economic
deficiency leads to lack of health care and education... and the cycle
continues." Through programs in five specific areas: Education,
Environment, Economy, Health and Community, CTC works to combat the
cycle of poverty by empowering lives through the creation of a new cycle of
positive impact.

Describe some of your organization's upcoming events or activities:

CTC is celebrating our 10 year anniversary and will be taking teams of
volunteers to invest and serve with our local development projects. This
summer, we're welcoming three Whole Planet Foundation teams to Maai
Mabhiu, Kenya on their second annual trip. The teams consist of Whole Foods
employees who are eager to help create a sustainable level of living in
Kenya. Last year, the Whole Planet team broke ground on CTC's new land,
beginning construction on an income-generating youth poultry project. This
year, the teams will complete the first bakery in a town of 60,000 people!

We are also welcoming this year’s medical teams from Specially for Children
at Dell Children’s Medical Center and medical professionals from the
University of Kansas Medical Center. These teams will work alongside CTC
and the Kenya Ministry of Health to begin implementation of a 5-year
strategic health plan for the Rift Valley region.

This fall, we are launching the Knowledge and Resource Center (KRC). The
KRC will serve as the first library in the area, providing essential support to
all of CTC's educational programs, including an Adult Literacy program. The
Center will feature a computer lab from which CTC will conduct Internet
Literacy training to enable and guide access to online resources such as
study materials and job postings.

What have you learned about the international community in Austin
in your work with CTC International?

"I am because we are” is the heart of CTC International’s philosophy (or
Ubuntu as our friends in Maai Mahiu would say). This statement recognizes
that our identity is based in community, and life is transformed through
relationships. Austin’s thriving /ocal to global movement mirrors this creed.
Recently at our June 2 Soundcheck Event, Austin’s first philanthropic music
festival, it was apparent that the people of Austin are dedicated to supporting
companies and endeavors with core values that match their own.

In 2011, Austin-based Whole Planet Foundation brought a team with CTC to
Kenya, which launched our new product: the reusable coffee sleeve sold at
the Allegro coffee counter of Whole Foods Markets across the country. These
cotton sleeves, called L.LLEE. Jackets, are made by mothers of special needs
children in Kenya: providing an income for the mothers, education for their
children, and a greener alternative to cardboard sleeves. Think of our mums
when you pick one up!

One of the things we bring the Austin community is our East-side
headquarters. Our space echoes the non-profit's focus on community by
providing an arena for the neighborhood to meet and connect. CTC Garden is
a hub for international community members to come together and share
thoughts and ideas, while nurturing mutually-beneficial relationships. One
example is our partnership with Cazamance Café, an African-inspired, world
fusion food trailer (open T-F 11am-3pm) located in the garden. Senegalese
Owner Iba Thiam welcomes guests with his huge heart and culinary
expertise. All food is organic and locally sourced.

What are the opportunities for getting involved with CTC
International?

There are many exciting ways to be a part of our Ubuntu story as CTC is
always looking for individuals and companies to join us in creating positive
sustainable change in Kenya and the US! We take teams of volunteers to
Kenya each summer to work under one of our 5 initiatives: Education,
Economy, Environment, Health & Community. For those interested in
working with the US team, we have an ongoing internship program. We are
also always in need of extra hands at our Austin headquarters, the CTC
Garden. We rent out the beautiful downtown venue space connected to our
office for weddings and private parties to supplement our administrative
costs.

Taichung, Taiwan and Austin have been Sister Cities since 1983. Taichung is
a growing city of over 2.6 million people near Sun Moon Lake. It is home to
nine universities and the Central Taiwan Science Park, which focuses on
nanoscience and nanotechnology. Taichung has a rich cultural scene, with
landmarks such as the Wan He Temple and the Feng Chia Night Market.

The_Austin-Taichung Sister Cities Committee is focused on cultural exchange
and hosts programs in Austin showcasing Taiwanese photography, music,
and culinary arts. For the past two years, free photography exhibits
introducing Austinites to Taiwanese history, scenery and daily life have been
held at the Texas State Capitol. The committee has also hosted Taiwanese
bands that travel to Austin to perform at SXSW. One of these bands, Fire EX,
performed at City Hall for Austin Welcomes the World during SXSW2012.
The committee provided free Taiwanese food to all the concert attendees
during the performance.

In 2010 Austin and Taichung “exchanged mayors” when Mayor Hu led a
delegation to visit Austin in January, and Mayor Leffingwell led a return
delegation to Taichung in April.

2011 was an important year for the committee as they celebrated the 100th
anniversary of the Republic of China. The committee joined with local
organizations to put on the ROC Centennial Festival in May 2011, featuring
variety stage shows, band music, information booths, traditional Taiwanese
food and beverage, face painting, and prizes. In October, the committee
organized a 32 member delegation to travel to Taichung. The delegation met
with Taichung Mayor Jason Hu and represented Austin at the Torch of Peace
ceremony, which was a part of Taiwan’s National Day celebration.

This year, Austin and Taichung shared the honor of being named among the
Top 7 Intelligent Communities of the Year. Taichung was selected in part for
its pioneering efforts to connect all Taichung citizens to digital resources,
including offering free internet at 300 places in the city and providing low-
income children with free computers and subsidized broadband connection.
Taichung is also a world “smart cities” leader; the city government has
developed an intelligent traffic management system to reduce congestion
and installed smart bus stops with LED screens that announce the arrival
time of the next bus in multiple languages.

The Austin-Taichung Sister Cities Committee is always interested in
welcoming new members who are interested in volunteering their time to
facilitate exchange between the two cities. For more information, contact
committee chair Steve Yau or visit the committee's website.
